nors. And really it is an honour, and almoſt a ſingular 3 
one, to our Engliſh laws, that they furniſh a title of 
this ſort : fince preventive juſtice is upon every principle 
of reaſon, of humanity, and of ſound policy, preferable 
in all reſpects to puniſhing juſtice ; the execution of

And indeed, if we conſider All human puniſn- J 
anents in a large and extended view, we thall find them 
all rather calculated to prevent future crimes,, than 9 
expiate the paſt: ſince, as was obſerved in a former chap- 
ter, all puniſhments inflicted by temporal laws may be 
claſſed under three heads ; ; ſuch as tend to the: amend- - 
ment of the offender ümſelf, or to deprive him of any 1 :

By the Saxon conſtitution theſe ſureties were ak; at- 
hand; by means of King Alfred's-wiſe inſtitution of de- 
eennaries or frankpledges; wherein, as has more than 
once been obſerved; the wrole neighbourhood or tithing 
of freemen were mutually pledges for each other . go 
behaviour. But tHis great and general ſecurity being no 
fallen into diſuſe and neglected, there hath ſucceeded to 
it the method of making ſuſpected perſons find particular 
and ſpecial ſecurities for their future conduct: of which 
we find mention in the laws of king Edward the Con- 
feſſor; © tradat” fide ufſores de pace et legalitate tuenda.” 
Eet us therefore conſider, firit, what this ſecurity is ;: 
next, who may take or demand it; and, "APs" how it. i.

1. This. ſecurity condiſts in ; kekas 1 with Wy or 

more ſureties, in a reeogniaance or obligation to the king, 
entered on record, and taken in ſome court or by ſome 
judicial officer; whereby the parties acknowledge them- 
ſelves to be indebted to the crown in the ſum required;

more years, or for life. This recognizanee, if taken by 
a juſlice of the peace, mult be certified to the next ſeflions, 
in purſuance of the ſtatute 3 Hen. VII. c. 1. and if the con- 


dition of ſuch recognizance be broken, by any breach of 


the peace in the one caſe, or any miſbehaviour in the 

other, the recognizance becomes forfeited or abſolute : 

and, being eftreated or extracted (taken out from among 

the other records) and ſent up to the exchequer, the party 

and his ſureties, having now become the king's abſo- 

lute debtors, are ſued for the n ſums in ene they 
are reſpectively bound. 


2. Any juſtice of the peace, by virtue of their com- 


miſſion, or thoſe who are ex officio conſervators of the

ts Any Juſtice of the peace may, ex , bind all 


, thoſe to keep the peace, who in his preſence make any 
-affray 5-or threaten to kill or beat another; or contend to- 

gether with hot and angry words; or go about With un- 
uſual weapons or attendance, to the terror of the peoples 

and all ſuch as he knows to be common barretors; and 
ſuch as are brought before him by the conſtable for- a 
breach of the peace in his preſence; and all ſuch perſons, _ 
as, having been before bound to the peace, have broken 


it and forfeited their recognizances. Alſo, wherever any 


private man hath juſt cauſe to fear, that another will burn 
is houſe, or do him a corporal injury, by killing, im- 
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- priſoning, or beating him; or that he will procure others 
ſo to do; he may demand ſurety of the peace againſt fuch 
perſon : and every juſtice of the peace is bound to grant it, 


if he who demands it will make oath, that he is actually 


under fear of death or bodily harm; and will ſhew that he 


has juſt cauſe to be ſo, by reaſon of the other's menaces, 


attempts, or having lain in wait for him; and will alſo 
farther ſwear, that he does not require ſuch ſurety out of 


malice or for mere vexation. This is called fevearing the 


peace againſt another: and, if the party does not find 
ſuch ſureties, as the [Juſtice in his diſcretion ſhall require,

2. Such recognizance for keeping the peace, when 


3 given, may be forfeited by any actual violence, or even

At, if it be a ſpecial recognizance: or, if the recognizance

The other ſpecies of recognizance, with ſureties, is fob I, 
the good abearance, or good behaviour, This includes 
ſecurity for the peace, and ſomewhat more; we will 
therefore examine it in the ſame manner as the other. 
1. Firſt then, the juſtices are empowered by the ftatute 
34 Edw. III. c. 1.:to bind over to the good behaviour to- 
wards the king and his people, all them that be not of 
good fame, wherever they be found; to the intent that 
the people be not troubled nor endamaged, nor the peace 
diminiſhed, nor merchants and others, paſſing by the 
highways of the realm, be diſturbed nor put in the petil 
Which may happen by ſuch offenders. Under the gene- 
ral words of this expreſſion, that be not of good fame, it 
is holden that a man may be bound to his good beha- 
viour for cauſes of ſcandal, contra bonos mores, as well as 
contra pacem ; as, for haunting bawdy houſes with women 
of bad fame; or for keeping ſuch women in his own i} 
houſe ; or ſor words tending to ſcandalize the govern. 
ment, or in abuſe of the officers of juſtice, eſpecially in 
the execution of their office. Thus alſo a juſtice may

2. A recognizance for the good 8 may be for- 
feited by all the ſamè means, as one for the ſecurity of the 
peace may be; and alſo by ſome others. As, by going 
armed with unuſual attendance, to the terror of the peo- 
ple; by ſpeaking words tending to ſedition; or, by com- 
mittig any of thoſe acts of miſpehaviour, which the re- 
cognizance was intended to prevent. But not by barely 
giving freſh cauſe of ſuſpicion of that which perhaps may 
never actually happen: for, though it is juſt to compel 
ſuſpected perſons to give ſecurity to the public againſt 
miſpehaviour that is apprehended ; yet it would be hard. 
upon ſuch ſuſpicion, without the proof af any actual
